Upland Inn Background 
Rich In Area History 


Upland Inn, rich in histori- 
cal background, was built a 
year before Upland was nam- 
ed - in 1901. 

The east half of the build 
ing as it stands today was 
built by E.P. Chaffey who 
came here from Chicago in 
1893. Mr. Hawkins was the 
architect. according to the his- 
tory, and the contractor was 
Mr. Pratt. 

It was first named the Al- 
gonquin Hotel. 

Mr. Chaffey inaugurated an 
expansion program during 
1905-07 and a small house 
standing on the corner of 9th 
St. and First Ave. was moved 
and the second half of the Inn 
was built. The addition was 
built by Dick and Thad Wil- 
liams with materials.from the 
Atwood-Blakéslee Lumber Co. 

In the 1907 issue of the Up- 
land NEWS, 
Hotel advertised the Algon- 
quin Cafe, operated by Sim- 
mons & Simmons. A six or 
seven course menu was of- 
fered in the large dining room 
on the first floor. 

; Chaffey operated the 
hotel for 18 years. Three 
|times he sold it and three 
| times it came back to him, In 
| 1921, W.S. Avery bought the 
hotel and operated it for 21 
years.
